Air Dries by Heating. 


To emphasize the meaning 

dewpoint tet us consider what 
happens in a furnace-heated house 
on a foggy day in spring. The 
moisture-laden air is sucked into 
the furnace from out-of-doors, and 
is heated and delivered to the 
rooms above. It has become dry 
air. It has not left its moisture 
in the furnace ehamber, but be- 
cause of its high temperature is 
now able to include the moisture 
as an invisible part of itself. On 
the other hand, were this same air 
returned immedately through a 
window to the out-of-doors it 
would again condense its moisture 
in much the same form as it ex- 
isted before it entered the house. 
In the furnace the temperature 
had risen above the dewpoint. 
Were it returned to theopen air 
it would quickly fall again below 
the dewpoint. 
.nother illustration is what takes 
place when filling a bathtub on a 
eoo! night. ‘The air in the roorn is 
clear and warm., the window pones 
are free of moisture. Iiot water 
flowing into the tub releases addi- 
tional moisture into the air, thus 
raising the‘dewpoint, until at 
temperature of the window glass 
condensation begins to take place 
and the window “sweats.”
